SB 223      (Jones)                  Law  enforcement;  records;  maintain  record  for  separation   

of employment; require, and establish that agency is immune  
from civil liability.

 1.  Amend page 2, line 5, after "FIREARM" by inserting "OR A PERSON WHO 

HAS NOT COMPLETED A PISTOL TRAINING OR SAFETY PROGRAM THAT 

MEETS THE REQUIREMENTS OF SECTION 5J OF 1927 PA 372, MCL 28.425J,". 

 2. Amend page 2, following line 11, by inserting:  

 "(4) A PERSON WHO IS CARRYING A CONCEALED PISTOL SHALL HAVE 

HIS OR HER PISTOL TRAINING OR SAFETY PROGRAM CERTIFICATE OF 

COMPLETION IN HIS OR HER POSSESSION AT ALL TIMES HE OR SHE IS 

CARRYING A CONCEALED PISTOL. A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS 

SUBSECTION IS RESPONSIBLE FOR A STATE CIVIL INFRACTION AND SHALL 

BE FINED $100.00." and renumbering the remaining subsection. 

 

Representative Sowerby explained the amendments. 

 

Representative Sowerby moved to adopt the amendments for HB 4416. The motion did not 

prevail by a vote of 4-6-0.

Representative Greimel offered the following amendments for HB 4416: 

 

 1. Amend page 2, line 4, after "person" by striking out the balance of the line 

through "FIREARM" on line 5. 

 2. Amend page 2, line 7, after "person" by striking out the period and inserting "IF 

THAT PERSON MEETS ANY OF THE FOLLOWING: 

 (A) IS PROHIBITED BY STATE OR FEDERAL LAW FROM POSSESSING A 

FIREARM.  

 (B) HAS BEEN CONVICTED OF A MISDEMEANOR LISTED UNDER 

SECTION 5B(7)(H) OF 1927 PA 372, MCL 28.425B, IN THE 8 YEARS IMMEDIATELY 

PRECEDING THE CARRYING OF THE PISTOL.  

 (C) HAS BEEN CONVICTED OF A MISDEMEANOR LISTED UNDER 5B(7)(I) 

OF 1927 PA 372, MCL 28.425B, IN THE 3 YEARS IMMEDIATELY PRECEDING THE 

CARRYING OF THE PISTOL. 

 (D) IS SUBJECT TO A SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION IN SUBSECTION (4).". 

 3. Amend page 2, following line 11, by inserting:  

 "(4) A PERSON WHO IS CARRYING A CONCEALED PISTOL WHO IS 

STOPPED BY A PEACE OFFICER AND DOES NOT IMMEDIATELY DISCLOSE TO 

THE PEACE OFFICER THAT HE OR SHE IS CARRYING A PISTOL CONCEALED 

UPON HIS OR HER PERSON OR IN HIS OR HER VEHICLE IS SUBJECT TO THE 

FOLLOWING: 

 (A) FOR A FIRST OFFENSE, HIS OR HER ABILITY TO CARRY A 

CONCEALED PISTOL IS SUSPENDED FOR 6 MONTHS. 

 (B) FOR A SUBSEQUENT OFFENSE WITHIN 3 YEARS OF A PRIOR 

OFFENSE, ABILITY TO CARRY A CONCEALED PISTOL IS REVOKED." and 

renumbering the remaining subsection. 

 

Representative Greimel explained the amendments. 

 

Representative Greimel moved to adopt the amendments for HB 4416. The motion did not 

prevail by a vote of 3-7-0.

 1. Amend page 2, following line 11, by inserting:  

 "(4) A PERSON WHO IS CARRYING A CONCEALED PISTOL AND WHO IS 

STOPPED BY A PEACE OFFICER SHALL IMMEDIATELY DISCLOSE TO THE 

PEACE OFFICER THAT HE OR SHE IS CARRYING A PISTOL CONCEALED UPON 

HIS OR HER PERSON OR IN HIS OR HER VEHICLE. AN INDIVIDUAL WHO 



 

VIOLATES THIS SUBSECTION IS RESPONSIBLE FOR A STATE CIVIL 

INFRACTION AND SHALL BE ORDERED TO PAY A FINE OF $500.00." and 

renumbering the remaining subsection. 

 2. Amend page 2, line 12, after "violates" by striking out "this section" and inserting 

"SUBSECTION (1) OR (3)". 

 

Representative Greimel explained the amendments. 

 

Representative Greimel moved to adopt the amendments for HB 4416. The motion did not 

prevail by a vote of 3-7-0.
